Proctor first came here a sliort time before he made 
this settlement; I saw him around here 3 or 4 days 
before; It was notoriously k**oirn or generally under­ 
stood that a survey wae made and a town located 
here; It was the general talk; I cannot state whether 
Mr. Proctor was aware of that fact; I do not know 
whether he did or did not know it; w.'ien Proctor went 
on I have stated there might have been 15 business 
places, tents, houses, Ac., where whisky-was sold or 
other business conducted; there may not have been 
more than half of that number; I oo not remember 
any dwellings atide from hotels that had been erected 
at that time; there may have been two or three; the 
Capital Hotel was then running having the same 
proprietor as now; that is the leading hotel in the 
city now; the people generally lived at tbe hotels 
sleeping at there place of business, including Sweet 
and his band of 2U; at that time there might have 
bekn 100 people here but they were largely comers 
and goer»; perhaps yon could find 100. most any day;
